The case of State vs. John Habib, 


charged with reckless driving of an 
automobile in the town of Middletown 
on April 20, 1919, has occupied the 
attention of thc Court for several 
days.

The suggestion • that special 


priced tickets be put on sale for, New- 
port, similar to those of Fall River 
did not meet with an enthusiastic re- 
sponse, and it was suggested that the 
Fall River special tickets might be 
withdrawn.

Attorney General Palmer 
was not_ at the Department of Justice 
and It was stated at his office that any 
communication to the President would 
have to be given out at the White 
House.. The announcement Immediate- 
ly brought forward the question as to 


• whether all measures not approved 
within tlie ten days would automatical- 
ly become laws on the statute books, 
as they do while Congress Is in ses- 
sion. 


When the White House called upon 


the attorney general-for an Informal 
ruling on the question of signing hills 
after Congress had concluded Its ses- 
sion, Attorney General Palmer at once 
had the opinion worked up In the <le- 
partmen'. It was then transmitted to 
the White House, where the first In- 
formation was made public. 
It was 


not stated at Ihe Department of Jus- 
tice whether the formal opinion would 
necessarily follow the same lines as Ihe 
ruling made Informally or not. 


Genuine surprise was expressed by 


members of Congress upon learning OE 
the attorney general's decision. 


Under the attorney general's ruling 


bills would become law within ten days 
whether the President signs them or 
not. If he desired to veto a measure 
his message would have to nwalt ac- 
tion at the next regular session of 
Congress, which will not convene until 
the first Monday in December. 


Eleven bills and joint resolutions of 


the recent session of Congress were not 
signed when It adjourned.

est and most conunon weapons known 
to tho world. 


Tho, yew has long been known as 


Iho besl of all bow woods, 
Famous 


English archers would have no oilier. 
Richard III. ordered bowyers to make 
four bows of witch hnzel, nsb, or dm 
to every ono of yew, In order thnt tho 
supply of this valued wood might be 
preserved. This Is suld to bo one of 
the earliest forest regulations In Eng- 
land. The utaves from which bows 
were mado In those early days were 
seasoned.for Uireo years before being 
made Into hows and tho bows were not 
used lor two years after being com- 
pleted. 


Tlio American yew la botunlcally 


very similar to the European • yow. 
Ono ojt Uio three species found In the 
United Slntes grows only tn Klorlda 
.nnd Is a small tree. Another Is a 
Bhrub growing In the nortli Atlantic 
region, while tho third occurs In tho 
forests of the J'nclflc coast. It Is tho 
latter thnt grows In Die Snoqunlinlo 
national forest. 
When mature It usu- 


ally Is from 20 to 30 feet high and 
from 0 to 12 inches In dliiineler. 


On account of Its elasticity nnd 


strength Hie Indians of the Northwest 
utlllied Uio wood ot the yew for their 
bows nnd often for canoe paddles. 
Yew wood Is also well adopted to 
carving and numerous nttrnctlvo .ar- 
ticles can ho umile from It. Not only 
docs the ernl!i of the wood mfike It 
possible 'to cnrve nttrnctlvo designs, 
but Iho combination of red bnrk, white 
snpwood, find rose-red heart wood make 
especially plcnslng effects possible.

To save tho snltnon the archdeacon 
fays there Is no recourse but the pas- 
sage of a bill by congress forbidding 
commercial filling in the Yukon nnd 
adjacent waters.

Pour a little of the electrolytic solu- 
tion from the battery Into a glass, 
place both wires In it, well apart, and 
watch the bubbles rUe from them. 
Many more will rfee from the negative 
side than from the positive.
